‘Wheat ‘Farmers: 


OTTAWA (CPA).—A paynient 
of $48,000,000 td western wheat 
farmers, compensation for low 
prices received for domestic wheat 
sold under the ceiling price of 
$1.25 a bushel, was sought in Ot- 
taWwa on’ May 2 by ’a delegation 
representing the ihree prairie 
Wheat Pools, the United Grain 
Growers Limited, the Farmers’ 
Unions,, and ther, organizations 
which are members of the Western 
Agricultural Conference. 

In a brief presented to the 
*federal cabinet the wheat grow- 
ers said that the delegation was 
°the outcome ‘of numerous pro- 
test meetings on the prairies. 
Western farmers feel that the 
government set too low a price 
on wheat used for domestic con- 
sumption, ‘and® the farmers in 
effect subsidized all of Canada 
for cheap bread. The grievance 
has been voiced repeatedly dur- 
Jing the past: four gears: 

The period front March 1, 1945, 
to Eebruary 17, 1947, is set as the 
time ‘during which farmers were 
held to an unfair price, The ex- 
port price of Canadian wheat at 
that time was sround $1.55. Even 
this figure, fixed by the British 
whent contract, was lewer than 
the world wheat. price.
